Kelsey had done simply 
what any shrewd man would have done 
in advising the prisonsr to give himeclf 
up, not as his learned friend had in- 
sinwated, to close his mouth, but was be- 
cause if Jumbo escaped the fact of the 

: equa w having been found in his (Kelsey’) 

‘ roon:, . would have resulted in his own 

arrest for tho marder. And as self-preser- 
vation is the firet law of nature, no mau 

j could ve expected to so far imperil his 
‘ aeck and shoulder the sins of another as to 

submit to arrest and be branded as the 
} perpetrator cf euch an absminable crime 

aa the present in order to save the great- 
est friend on earth. He read several chap- 
ters from legal authorities setting forth 
the lega! difference between manslaughter 
and murder. He also cited a number of 
precedents to show thut even had the squaw 
deen a party to the injuries which resulted 
in her death, it was no excuse for the pri- 
soner. So highly does the law value hu- 
man life that’ the fact that contributory 
negligence or connivance onthe part of 
the deceased, is nov cuse or mitigation 
for the crime. 

Mr. Costigan hundied the case in u 

| masterly manner through»at, and his ad 
-dress, lasting about wo hours, wax an able 
refutation of the muny arguments of the 
defence, When the address was finished 
he had almost succeeded in leaving the 
defence without « lvg to stand on, aud it 
was almost a forexone conclusion that the 
verdict would be at least one of man- 
slanghter. 

THE JUBGR'* CHARGE. 

The charye to the jury of His Lordship 
Mr. Justice HKouleau, was a clear, c ncise 
and carefu! review of the evidence, and 
impartial instruction to thejury. He cau- 
joned then not to allow their sympatlies 
or any external influences to in any way 
interfere with their coming to an honest 
conclusion as to the guilter innocence of 
the prisoner. It made no difference whe- 
ther Rosalie was white or black, an Indian 
or anegro. In the eyes of the law every 
British subject is equal. He defined at 
some length the differences between mur- 
der, manslaughter and justifiable homi- 
cide. This case. be said, had no parallel 
either in law or in medicine, and it was 
20 horrible »s to make any honest man 
shudder, In the first place | cannot under- 
stand how George Kelsey would allow a 
man and woman to go upstairs in the 
saloon for immoral purposes, but we know 
that there are people so lost to all sense of 
decency as to permit of almost anything. 
I regard it as # mest unchristian and 
heartless act for those two men (Fisk and 
Ketsey) to calmly wash their hands and go 
to eupper leaving that peor equaw up- 
stairs «nffering excruciating pain. I do 

/ not wish to say anythiog prejudicial, but 

1 do regard that one act as so extraordin- 
ary, so cruel, that i cannot refrain from 
mentioning it. Kelsey's evidence is cor- 
roborated by the admesione of the prison - 
er biwself. So far you have an unbroken 
chain of evidence that nobody else was in 
the room with the squaw but the prisoner, 
That part of the evidence referring to how 
the injuries were inflicted during their oc- 
cupancy of the room is all circumstantial. 
1 neea not again describe to you the na- 
ture of the injuries or the manner in which 
tae medical evidence shows they must 
have been inflicted, But the line of de- 
markation is that if you believe he inflict- 
the injuries maliciously you must find « 
verdict of murder; but if you believe he 
did the act with the consent of the de- 
ceased, and on aecident occured, then you 
must find « verdict of manslaughter. The 
prisoner's previous character is good, and 
that is something we must always favor- 
ably consider; but however kind-hearted, 
decent or prudent a man may be for years, 
if when the temptation arises to commit 
crime he hss not the moral courage to re- 
sist, he must ooffer the penalty of the law.
